INVESTIGATION: 

ON THE ABOVE DATE AND TIME; OFFICERS WERE WAIVED DOWN BY 
CVS / PHARMACY PERSONNEL (MGR DARREN MARS), AND ADVISED OF A 
484 P.C. THAT JUST OCCURRED. THEY GAVE US A BRIEF DESCRIPTION 
OF TWO HOMELESS MALES ( ONE CARRYING A BLACK CAT ATOP HIS 
MILITARY STYLE BACKPACK ). CVS PERSONNEL STATED THAT THE TWO 
HOMELESS STOLE THREE CASES OF ARROWHEAD BOTTLED WATER. CVS 
PERSONNEL ALSO STATED THEY ENTERED THE YUCCA LAUNDRY MAT 
(6433 YUCCA ST) CARRYING THE THREE CASES OF BOTTLED WATER. 
FOOT BEAT UNITS 2 & 5 RESPONDED AS BACKUP. HBID OFFICERS 
RESPONDED TO THE REAR OF THE YUCCA ST LAUNDRY MAT AND FOUND 
TWO HOMELESS MALES THAT MATCHED THE DESCRIPTION GIVEN BY 
CVS PERSONNEL. THE DEFTS WERE ASKED IF THEY WERE RECENTLY 
SHOPPING AT THE CVS PHARMACY LOCATED ACROSS THE STREET FROM 
OUR LOCATION, THEY BOTH REPLIED, “YES”. WE ASKED THE DEPTS IF 
THEY WOULD WALK BACK TO THE CVS STORE AND CLARIFY A MATTER 
REGARDING THREE CASES OF WATER THAT MAY HAVE BEEN STOLEN, 
THEY AGREED. CVS EMPLOYEE ( WITNESS / JESUS ARREDONDO DOB/ 10- 
15-83 ) IDENTIFIED THE TWO DEFTS AS THE TWO WHO STOLE THE 
ARROWHEAD WATER FROM THE FRONT OF THE STORE. THE THEFT OF 
THE WATER OCCURRED AT THE FRONT OF THE MAIN ENTRANCE TO CVS 
PHARMACY (1747 CAHUENGA BLVD.) OFFICERS ASKED BOTH DEFTS IF 
THEY STOLE THE WATER FROM THE FRONT OF THE STORE, THEY 
RESPONDED, “YES WE DID”. LAPD WAS CALLED TO THE SCENE. 


LAPD UNIT 6A15 (WINTER / SHERMAN) ARRIVED AND RAN THE DEFT FOR 
WANTS/ WARRANTS WHICH REVEALED A $25,000 WARRANT FOR DEFT

TO LAPD TAKING CUSTODY OF THE DEFTS, I CALLED L.A. COUNTY 
ANIMAL CONTROL AND REGULATION (213-485-8855) AND OFFICER RIP 
#019 RESPONDED TO THE HBID OFFICE AND TOOK CUSTODY OF THE 
BLACK CAT. THE ACTIVITY # GIVEN BY OFFICER RIP WAS (A12-041317).
